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Many Health Bills Before Legislature 


The most important bill pertaining to public 
health that has been introduced in the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature is Senate Bill 657 introduced 
by Senators Mixter and Foley, to establish a Health 
and Safety Code, consolidating and revising the law 
relating to the preservation of the public health and 
safety. This code covers existing health laws in- 
cluding public health administration, licensing pro- 
visions, quarantine, pest eradication, tuberculosis, 


sanitation, sanitary districts, dead bodies, ceme- 


teries, and vital statistics, and also contains codifi- 
cation of laws pertaining to narcotics, explosives, 
fires and fire prevention, abatement of hazardous 
weeds, housing, police protection, and many miscel- 
laneous health and safety provisions. The codifica- 
tion of laws pertaining to health and safety is part 
of a general undertaking that has been under way 
for several years and marks a distinct advance in 
making the health laws of California more practical 
and workable.

VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL 


S. B. 173—PREMARITAL EXAMINATIONS FOR 
SYPHILIS.

A large number of bills pertaining 


for marriage license must file certificate by a licensed physician 


stating that he has given applicant an examination including a 


serological test for syphilis which has been made not more than 
thirty days before date of application and that either person is 
not infected with syphilis in a communicable stage. Certificate 
must be accompanied by statement for qualified laboratory 
setting forth name of test and date of its performance with 
names and addresses of applicants for marriage license and 
of attending physician. Standard blood test is defined as that 
approved by the State Department of Public Health. The 
department is required to make periodic inspection of labora- 
tories and they must have approved equipment and personnel. 
Tests shall be made by local public laboratories without charge 
and. the State must perform tests for residents of districts 
without laboratory service. Judges of superior courts may 
waive requirements of examination, laboratory tests and certifi- 


eation if other marriage requirements have been met and there > 


is no injury to publie health and welfare. If either party is 
found syphilitic and license to marry is refused, the judge of 
the superior court may upon petition, order issuance of license 
if sufficient cause exists and if public health and welfare will 
not suffer. Reports are confidential. Misrepresentation is a 
misdemeanor. ‘Twenty thousand dollars is appropriated for use 
of State Health Department in printing forms, checking labora- 
tories and performing other duties required by the proposed act.

S. B. 79—PREMARITAL EXAMINATIONS. 
Kenny and Fletcher (by request).

Provides for a new article to be added to Chapter I of the 
Civil Code under which each person making application for 
a marriage license must be examined for venereal disease 
within twenty days prior to application by a licensed physician 
and surgeon, Examination must include serologic or micro- 
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scopic test approved by the State Department of Public Health 
and must be done in a licensed or approved laboratory. State 


Department of Public Health must provide printed forms for | 


physician’s certificate and for laboratory report. Such reports 
are confidential and are open to inspection of State or local 
health officer only, except for trial use, upon court order, in 
relevant cases. Noncompliance does not invalidate a marriage. 
If marriage of California residents occur outside of the State 
and if both parties return to California within one year for 
residence as husband and wife they shall be examined as 
specified above. Misrepresentation upon the part of applicants, 
for marriage, county clerks or deputies, physicians or laboratory 
representative is a misdemeanor.

This is a new act that requires the physician and surgeon or | 


other person engaged in prenatal care of a pregnant woman or 
in attendance at time of delivery to obtain a blood test for 
syphilis for such woman in a laboratory approved by the Cali- 


- fornia State Department of Public Health. Provision is made 


for inspection and rating of laboratories by the State Depart- 
ment. Where local laboratory facilities are not available the 
State Department must make such test free of charge. All 
reports are to be held confidential: Reports must be made in 
triplicate; the original to go to attending physician, duplicate 
to State Department and triplicate to be filed by the labora- 


tory: An appropriation of $20,000 is made to cover printing, 


inspection of laboratories, clerical and technical assistance. 


- Violation of the act is a misdemeanor.

S. B. S0—PRENATAL EXAMINATIONS OF PREGNANT 
WOMEN.

This is a new act that requires every physician and surgeon 
or other person in prenatal attendance upon a pregnant woman 
to obtain a blood specimen from such woman and submit same 
to a laboratory approved by the State Department of Public 
Health for a blood test of syphilis by a method approved by 
the same department. Violation constitutes a misdemeanor. 


A. B. 831—BLOOD TESTS FOR PREGNANT WOMEN. 
Tenney, Allen, Evans and Atkinson. 
Referred to Committee on Medical and Dental Laws. 


Requires physicians attending pregnant women to secure 
tests for syphilis of blood taken from such women, such tests
